Firſt we haue to note, that we muſt not 
calt our heds and bend our bzaines to ex⸗ 
amine curioully an other mannes life: as 
many do, whiche ſtretch out and ſcanne fs 
narowly the blemiſhes of their Bꝛethzen, 
that they foꝛget their owne .
